But our " Dean of the human spe- 
cies" is nearly twenty years older than

Joseph Crele was b >rn in Detroit, of 
French parents. The record of his baptism 
in the Catholic Church of that city shows 
that he is uow I J.< years of age.— He has 
been a resident of Wisconsin about a cen- 
tury. Whenever mention is made of the 
oldest inhabitants," theYe need be no ques- 
tion as to the person. Joseph Crelr is un- 
doubtedly the man. He was first married 
in New < >r leans. 10?» years ago. Some years 
after he settled at l'rairie du Chien, while 
Wisconsin was yet a province of France. 
Before the revolutionary war, he was em- 
ployed to carry letters between Prairie du 
Chien and Oreen Bay! It is but a few 
years ago that he was called as a witness in 
the Circuit Court, in a case involving the 
title to certain real estate at l'rairie du 
Chien, to give testimony in relation to 
events that transpired eighty years before. 
He now resides with adaugter, by his third 
wife, who is over seventy years of age. 

The lesidence of the family is only lour or 
live miles out of I'ortage City. From citi- 
zens of that place we learn that the old man 
is still active, is able to chop wood, and to 
walk several miles.

Concerning his 
habits, a subject of much iutcrest in tHMMB- 
lion with an instance of such extr 'ordinary 
longevitv, we have been able to learn but 
little, except that he is an inveterate smok- 
er.

manly prime. All his contemporaries are 
gone. No wonder if, at times, as we un- 
derstand is the case, a haunting sense of 
loneliness overcomes him. Though he has 
led a rude border life, and probably has 
little of sentiment in his couipositon, yet 
in some dim way at least he experiences 
the feeling so touchingly expressed by 
Wadsworm, writing uuder the shadow of 
more than seventy vears, of — 
"One to whom Heaven assigned that 
mournful part, 

That utu ( s: solitude < f »;ge to fstce.'' 
And with his simple and unsophisticated 
conceptions respecting the Deity, this feeling 
of solitarine.su, of remaining thus lohg the 
sole survivors of that generation; of walk- 
ing about in this latter half of the nine- 
teenth century, aud in these days of tele- 
graphic dispatches and monitors, steam 
presses and rebellion-he was a man ca- 
llable of bearing arms in the days of Brad- 
docks defeat !— the sense, we repeat, of this 
al and anomalous lot, joined with 
and untutored notions upon re- 
ligious subjects, has induced in his mind

—Freeman Drury, a Union soldier, died 
on the 18th ult., at Saxton's river, another 
victim of rebel cruelty to our prisoners.

—Archdeacon Hoare, of Winchester, Eng- 
land, is dead. In his youth he was rather 
a precocious poet. In his later years he 
wrote profusely in prose, and among his 
numerous other works on religious sub- 
jects, his "Infant Baptism Spiritually Ex- 
plained," published in 1S48, and his " Lec- 
tures on Divine Judgments," in Lfcf>2, are 
perhaps the ln-st known. At the time 
of his death the Archdeacon was in his 
eighty-fourth year. 

—The inventor of the Hot Blast, Mr 
James 15. Neilson, died in Scotland last 
month. Being engaged in the gas works, 
his attention was directed to the smelting 
of iron, and he satisfied himself that a vast- 
ly increased and improved effect of the 
forced blast could be attained by heating 
the air in its passages from the blower to 
the furnace. The hot blast revolution!/, d 
the iron trade, and made railways possible 
in an economical sense.

— Frances Anne, Dowa<_er Marchioness of 
Londonderry, expired at her seaside resi- 
dence, Sc-a-hain Mil, near Sunderland, on 
the 2uth. For the last few mouths she had 
been suH'ering from a complication of liver 
and MBit disease. She appeared to rally a 
short time ago, but a lew days|since she 
suffered a relapse, and her death had been 
expected almost hourly since the middle of 
last week.

pest, was the possessor of extensive col- 
lieries in the county of Durham, and for 
nearlv half a century her name and that of 
her deceased husband, the Marquis, have 
been associated with great improvements 
in the condition of the pit population.

The New and Better Order. 

Senator Guthrie counsels his fellow citi- 
zens to prepare for the "new and better or- 
der of things" which is last approaching. 
And he handsomely compliments General 
Palmer who has been and is diligently act- 
ing upon the suggestion without waiting 
for the Senator's advice. At the same 
time, Mr. Guthrie deprecates all effort at 
making the municipal election in this city 
a party question. Every one sees what is 
meant here. The Senator is anxious in his 
fatherly way, that tbe loyal voters of Louis- 
ville should not concentrate their votes 
upon any body who will stand ready to 
exert his official power in behalf of placing 
the city into early and prompt conformity 
with the "new order." If they would only 
vote for a "conservative" pro-slavery, anti- 
amendment candidate they might be as 
partisan about it as they pleased. But it is 
very unwise, improper, recreant to the in- 
terests of the city to vote for a party candi- 
date, unless you vote for the candidate of 
our party - This part of the Sen-dor's speech 
was for home use exclusively, or more 
specifically perhaps, for the use of the dis- 
couraged little band of patriots he was ad- 
dressing. It was Delph-ic. 

Let us look a moment at this proposition. 
There are no candidates for the various city 
offices, and especially the more important 
offices, whose views on the great question 
of freedom or slavery are not sharply de- 
fined, and cherished with more than the 
usual intensity characteristic of political 
opinions. The man who is now neutral on 
this question has not character enough to 
run for office, to say nothing of discharging 
its functions. And it is notorious that all 
the candidates prominently before the peo- 
ple, are most distinctly on one side or tbe 
other. Voters must therefore choose be- 
tween throwing away their FBtM, withhold- 
ing them altogether, or making thcrapor- 
Utm so far as this all-dominaiing question 
of freedom is concerned. This election will 
be inevitably the verdwt of tbe citizens of 
Louisville on the constitutional amend- 
ment, and will be promptly so interpreted 
by the advocates of slavery should it 
chance to go in their favor. If we vote at 
all, we vote for or aguiuat the amendment. 
Which shall we do? 

Mr. Guthrie tells us to make ready for 
the "new and better order of things." 
What does he mean? How shall we do it? 
Why introduce the suggestion into a city 
election caucus, un'ess it has some bearing 
on the election? Certainly a very impor- 
tant, an almost vital method of making 
ready for the "new order" is to elevate 
men to public office who discern the char- 
acter and the coming of this "new order," 
and who are in sympathy with it. And the 
principle is quite as applicable to a munici- 
pal election as to any other. It will make 
no little difference to the welfare aud pros- 
perity of this city whether its official func- 
tionaries go forward as leaders and guides 
fn tbe grand march towards the "better 
order," or hang mule-like stubbornly in the 
rear, compelling their constituents to drag 
them onward b3 r main strength. But more 
than this, the example of our election next 
Saturday will be felt to a very marked de- 
gree in the State elections next August. 

If the Union party dot s not begin to suc- 
ceed at one po'nt or another it can never 
consummate success. And beginning in 
this particular case, will be the beginning 
of the end. It is a kind of movement which 
will gain momentum and speed in geome- 
tric proportions. The opposition has posi- 
tively nothing to stand on but pure animal 
obstinacy. It can make no defense beyond 
such as a spoiled boy urges for disobedi- 
ence. "I wont, because I wont," is all the 
argument it offers. 

Opposition thus fortified when once it be- 
gins to yield, goes rapidly. It never re- 
gains lost ground, and it holds what re- 
mains t > it with a steadily waning power. 

The superannuated conservators of sla- 
very in Kentucky resemble in more ways 
than one the braggarts of rebeldom, who 
growl at Sherman's invincible legions, in 
furious defiance, but fly in still more furi- 
ous haste before their advancing tread. Let 
us imita'e the great captain of the day, 
and push on our lines. Our victory, if less 
memorable, will not be less sure. 

Whom Shall We Elect. 

No one will deny that the Union candi- 
dates tor Mayor, City Attorney, and the 
rest, are in all respects as properly and 
thoroughly qualified for these several posts, 
are as mindful of all the local interests of 
the city, are as desirous of promoting its 
growth and wealth, and altogether as ca- 
pable of doing, whatever, officially, may be 
done towards promoting these, as any ot 
the other candidates for the same offices. 
And in addition to this, they have what 
distinguishes them from most of the other 
candidates, a loyalty that has never waver- 
ed, that is unsullied by the stain of eopper. 
that is above reproach and above suspi- 
cion. And they are already prepared and 
will prove efficient and diligent in prepar- 
ing others to meet the "new aud better or- 
derof things" which Senator Guthrie tells 
us we must all make ready for. 

It is plain therefore to whom our votes 
should be given. It is a choice between 
men who are altogether alive, and every 
way competent and faithful, and men who 
are smitten with paralysis and incipient 
death, whose competency and .fidelity are 
seriously compromised and partially neu- 
tralized, or at best rendered doubtful, by 
the notions they have hitherto held react- 
ing the proper method for suppressing trea- 
son. These somewhat factious notions 
were, that the thing is to be accomplished 
by withholding men and money from the 
force assigned to do the suppressing! We 
state the case iu this manner, because these 
candidates now claim, with much vehe- 
mence, to have been, all the while, im- 
mensely loyal, and in favor of the utter an- 
nihilation of treason! That being the case, 
we must, in estimating their competency 
to conduct public affairs, take into account 
this unique mode of adapting means to 
ends.

A Dariku Robbeky— A Broker's Of- 
tmm Robbed of Stf.OOO.— One ol the boldest 
robberie3 it has ever been our fortune to 
record, was committed yesterday afternoon 
in this city.

[Official.] War Df.paiu.mknt, March 
27, USD P. M.— Maj. Gen. Dix: The follow- 
ing official reports of operations of the Ar- 
my of the Potomac on Saturday, and of 
Gen. Sherman's operations since he loft 
Favetteville, have been received this fore- 
noon. Gen. Sherman was at Goldsboro on 
the 22d of this month. No movements have 
been made on either side before Richmond 
or Petersburg or since Saturday night. 

K. M. Stan ion. 

City Point, March 27. — Hon, E. M. .Stan- 
ton, .Sectary of War: The battle of the SRjh 
resulted in the followiug losses on our side: 

Second corps— killed &L wounded 4d2, 
missing 302. Ninth corps— killed 08, wound- 
ed 338, missing 506. Our captures by the 
2d corps were 3dl; by the 6th corps 460, and 
by the 0th co*ps 1040. The 2d and 6th corps 
pushed forward and captured the enemy's 
strong position and turned their guns 
against them and still held it. In trying to 
retake this the battle was continued till S 
P. M. The enemy losing very heavily. 

Humphrey's estimated the loss of the eue- 
my in his front at three times his own, and 
Wright in his front as double that of his 
own. The enemy brought iu a llag cf 
truce asking for permission to collect his 
dead which was between the picket line 
and their main line of fortifications. Per- 
mission was granted.

Here they formed in line of battle, the 
brigade front aud while one portion ad- 
vanced c n the front the other swept to the 
right in towards the Appomato* river. Ex- 
pecting to flank and capture the whole line 
to the river the latter party were met by 
the 17th Michigan and driven back. 

After some hard lighting the force that 
attacked the Fort were repulsed by the gar- 
rison several times, but they being superior 
to us in numbers, they finally overpowered 
and took prisoners of nearly all who were 
in it. 

They at once sent the captured over the 
works into their lines and many got away, 
as the guard was small. Gen. Wilcox 
moved up part of his command from the 
right to the scene of action, anil soon drove 
the enemy from the line on the right of the 
fort. Gen. Hartsuff's division, lying part- 
ly in reserve ami partly on the line to the 
left, was quickly on the ground with help, 
and at once assaulted the fort iu turn from 
the rear, which the rebels seemed deter- 
mined to hold at all hazards. 

Three repeated charges were made, and 
after that the fighting here was over, the 
"Johnnies" hiving down their arms and 
surrendering to the left. Fort Stedman is 
located at Battery No. 11, which the ene- 
my also managed to get hold of, but did not 
keep it long, and although they fought 
hard they were forced to relinquish it. 

Col. McLaughlin, commanding a brigade, 
occupying this line, was among the captur- 
ed. Our Toss in killed, wounded aud pris- 
oners is believed to be about f>00. Over one 
third are probably prisoners. 

It was at first reported that the rebels 
had carried oil' three mortars, but it is un- 
true. They took one over the side of tbe 
fort, but in their haste to get bank to their 
lines, dropped it within a few yards of the 
breastworks, from which place it will be 
brought to night. 

Tbe loss of the enemy is much heavier 
than ours— the dead and wounded double, 
while we have over 2,000 prisoners, anion - 
them about 40 officers. 

The rebel Gen. Terry who commanded 
the assault is leported killed. 
JGen. Hatsuff was reported badly wound- 
ed but he is unhurt. He was on the field 
at one o'clock arranging a Hag of truce at 
the request of Gen. Gordon, to bury the 
dead aud care for the wounded. 

It seems that the enemy believed that 
Grant had sent away a portion of his army 
to aid Sherman, and that of course out- 
lines were very weak. In this they found 
their mistake. 

The .jth Corps have in this affair paid the 
rebels back for their defeat at the explosion 
of the Petersburg mine, aud henceforth 
they will be held in as high estimation by 
them as any other in the army.

City E*Otarr. Ya., March 2">.— After the 
engagement between the enemy and the 
Mb. Corps this morning, orders were given 
for the 6th Corps to make au attack on the 
left of the line in front of Ft.

On the 22d Schofield moved out to 
Cox's bridge, on the Neuse river, six miles 
beyond Goldsboro, where Terry's forces 
were discovered laying a pontoon bridge to 
cross the river, having marched all the way 
from Wilmington. 

In a few moments some of Sherman's 
trains of the 20th corps were seen moving 
from Rentonville to Cox's bridge, and Sher- 
man's right wing made 4 junction with 
Terry and Schofield. 

After his repulse at Kenton ville.J#e John- 
ston fell back toSmithlield to cover Raleigh, 
Desertions from North Carolina troops from 
his army were numerous. 

Sherman had notili'-d S'-hofield that he 
would be at Goldsboro on the 22d of Man h 
and he has kept his word. Some of his staff 
were there during that day.
